ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, May 19—(AP)—In­ 
dicating alarm ov er the allied 
grou nd menace to New Gu inea's 
Hu on gu lf, the Japanese hav e sent 
1U2 planes since Satu rday afainst 
the little mou ntain town of Wau , 
nearest allied su pply and air base 
to the scene of the Ju ngle fighting. 
Wau is only 35 miles sou thwest 
o i Salamau a, important Japanese 
air and shipping base on the gu lf 
toward which the allies hav e been 
infiltrating from the sou th since 
the conqu est of the Papu an penin­ 
su la. From it ov er a ju ngle track 
mov e 
men and su pplies to the 
Mu bo area, 12 miles from Sala­ 
mau a. 
The Japanese hold Mu bo 
and its airfield bu t allied troops 
look down on it from nearby 
ridge tops. 
Yesterday , 
25 
bomb-carry ing 
Zeros came ov er Wau at 15 ,000 to 
18 ,000 feet, dropping 18 bombs, 
then swept down throu gh bu rsts of 
anti-aircraft fire to machinegu n 
installations. 
Today ’s commu ni­ 
qu e admitted some damage, bu t 
there were no casu alties. 
Other damage was cau sed Mon­ 
day by 43 raiders. Last Satu rday , 
34 planes stru ck at Wau at the 
same time that 64 others attacked 
the allies most adv anced position 
at Bobdu bl, only fiv e miles from 
Salamau a. 
At that time, Jap­ 
anese grou nd troops opened an 
attempt to driv e the allies ou t of 
Bobdu bi. 
There has been no 
fu rther news of that mov e bu t 
Japanese air action against Wau 
indicates the allied grou nd pres­ 
su re still is felt and the bombing 
of Wau are intended to ease it. Bu t 
damage for the three raids is 
su mmed u p at headqu arters as 
slight. 
There was no allied air 
Interception. 
Today ’s commu niqu e carried a 
rev ised checku p of losses su ffered 
in the sinking last Friday off the 
Qu eensland coast by a Japanese 
su bmarine of the Au stralian hos­ 
pital ship Centau r. 
Whereas it 
first was thou ght 363 persons were 
aboard, an army and nav y check­ 
u p showed the total to be 332, re­ 
du cing the nu mber of liv es lost 
from 299 to 268 , There were only 
6 4 su rv iv ors. 
On the allied aerial side y ester­ 
day , bombers stru ck at Rabau l, 
Gasmata, Arawe and Cape Glou - 
chester, New Britain, Lae and 
Finschhafen, New Gu inea, and 
Lorengau in the Admiralty islands.

While we are waiting anx i(His- 
ly to learn whether the allied high 
command may find it feasible to 
u ndertake the essential inv asion of 
France across the English channel 
this su mmer, it’s g t ^ to know 
that there is in Britain a big 
force of highly trained, hard-as- 
nails specialists ready to act as the 
spear-head of that great adv en­ 
tu re, if and when it comes. 
This ou tfit 18 known as the com­ 
bined operations command and 
comprises men from all three 
fighting serv ices—army , nav y and 
air. 
That branch probably best 
known to the pu blic is the famou s 
commando ou tfit of men as tou gh 
as they make ’em. The commandos 
are the army end of combined 
operations. 
These ex perts will be as v ital to 
inv asion as the scalpel is in 
su rgery . 
The landing in France 
is likely to be the most difficu lt 
and the most costly in liv es and 
equ ipment of any thing of the kind 
in history . 
Bridgehead VltaL 
Su ccess will depend on the 
establishment of a bridge-head on 
the coast in the face of terrific 
enemy opposition—a bloody bu si­ 
ness. That initial landing to open 
the way for the regu lar army can­ 
not be a haphazard affair. 
The seizing and holding of that 
all-important bridge-head will be 
a job for great specialists—and 
they are ready . 
How many of these chaps are 
there? 
Well, 
that’s a 
secret. 
Apart from Britain, of cou rse, 
America also is produ cing com­ 
mandos, 
and other allied troops 
are passing throu gh the combined 
operations command. 
So far as 
concerns the British force it’s per­ 
missible to answer in some su ch 
general terms as I heard y ester­ 
day while chatting with Hilary 
St. George Sau nders, the distingu ­ 
ished Briton who probably knows 
more abou t them than any other 
man. 
Sau nders is their official his­ 


torian and has ju st pu blished the 
story of the commandos u nder the 
title of ’’Combined Operations.” 
He say s there are “many thou ­ 
sands,” and since he is ex ceeding­ 
ly carefu l in his langu age we know 
that he is talking abou t a lot of 
men. 
The main bu siness of com­ 
mandos is amphibiou s warfare. 
That means inv asions small or 
big, and natu rally calls for in­ 
tensiv e schooling in assau lt land- 
ing.<i. 
The 
commandos 
are 
pu rely 
shock troops. 
Their job is to 
storm their way ashore and estab­ 
lish that bridge-head, which they 
hold u ntil the regu lars can be 
landed and take ov er, bu t they 
aren’t 
for 
protracted 
holding 
operations. 
The 
commandos 
hav e 
been 
training for a long time, and hav e 
qu ietly been raiding the contin­ 
ental coast frcx n Norway to Spain. 
These raids hav e been partly to 
gain informati(Xi and wage a war 
of nerv es against the Boche, and 
partly to find ou t by trial and 
error how to make these attacks. 
Dieppe Raid BlffgesL 
Biggest of all the raids was the 
Dieppe affair which tu rned ou t to 
be so costly in liv es. 
Howev er, 
combined operations in this harsh 
adv entu re learned inv alu able les­ 
sons. 
When it comes to real inv asion 
the first objectiv e mu st be a port 
for the u se of the following trans­ 
port. 
You don’t hav e to worry 
abou t that on a raid, for y ou ex ­ 
pect to go back hwne. Bu t with 
all-ou t inv asion y ou ’re going to 
stay ashore—y ou hope—and tnere 
mu st be a place for the troops and 
su pplies to be pu t ashore. 
Unity is the by -word of com­ 
bined operations. 
All branches 
plan together for any ex pedition 
and carry ou t their task in closest 
cooperation. 
That word “u nity ,” 
by the way , is pretty nearly 
sy nony mou s 
with 
v ictory . 
It’s 
what won Tu nisia, and it’s what 
will win the war. 
W o rld Change 
Is C hallenge 
—D r. K ennedy 


. . . H o n o r S tu d e n t» F e te d 


Dr. Gerald Kennedy , pastor of 
St. Pau l Methodist chu rch, spoke 
on “In Peril of Change,” when 
Lincoln ju nior chamber of com­ 
merce gav e a banqu et to honor the 
gradu ating senior boy s in the u p­ 
per 10 per cent of their class in 
the Lincoln high schools, Tu esday 
ev ening at the chamber of com­ 
merce. 
Dr. Kennedy took his su bject 
from Masterman’s English Essay s, 
pu blished in 1913, in which the 
au thor ex pressed the fear that 
man had made life so safe that 
adv entu re had been taken ou t of 
it. 
“Today ,” said Dr. Kennedy , “we 
are su re of at least one thing, 
which is, that we are in the midst 
of change and rev olu tion. While 
we are relu ctant to face the ov er­ 
throw of the statu s qu o, mankind 
is alway s at his best in times like 
these. 
Chanfflnff Wo rld. 
“Ou r task, therefore, is to re­ 
alize that the world of tomorrow 
is going to be either mu ch better 
or mu ch worse than at present. It 
is going to be an American cen­ 
tu ry , which may mean a new 
imperialism or a cru sade for free­ 
dom. 
“In this moment we ou ght to 
resolv e to take the freedom gu ar­ 
anteed u s in the constitu tion and 
the bill of rights and share it with 
all the world,” the speaker de­ 


clared. “America has been giv en 
one of the most challenging op­ 
portu nity in all history , for it is 
nothing less than the opportu nity 
to lead in the creation of a new 
world. 
Hand Of Go d. 
“In day s like these,” conclu ded 
Dr. Kennedy , “we can see the 
hand of God, who will keep man­ 
kind on the march, whether they 
v ’ill or not. In these ev ents and 
the opportu nity that has been 
giv en u s, there can be clearly 
seen the eternal pu rpose of the 
Almighty .” 
Following the address Miss Mar­ 
jorie Shanafelt entertained with a 
pu ppet show. 
Sidney Anderson, ju nior cham­ 
ber president, was toastmaster.

Slight commotion was cau sed 
in the final session of the three 
day state-wide health conference 
Tu esday 
when

grou ps 
began 
bringing

clu sions and r e c o mmendations. 
Under most fire was a recom­ 
mendation from the medical care 
grou p asking that the state de­ 
partment of health prov ide fu nds 
for the dev elopment of health and 
medical care programs in the 
sparsely settled areas of Nebraska. 
Called u pon for remarks. Dr. 
A. L. Cooper, Scottsblu ff. presi­ 
dent of the Nebraska Medical 
association, declared that he was 
emphatically 
against 
s u c h 
a 
recommendation. 
“I don’t believ e that su ch a 
plan wou ld su it either the people 
of the commu nity or the tax ­ 
pay er. While I agree that some 
help 
from 
the 
department 
is 
needed along edu cational lines I 
feel that it wou ld be disastrou s 
to giv e financial assistance. It 
wou ld tend to make the people 
parasites,” he conclu ded. 
Back Health Bill. 
All other r e c o m m e ndatlons 
were passed inclu ding, one which 
pu t the conference’s stamp of 
approv al on the bill LB 295 now 
before the present legislatu re. It 
was asked howev er that some of 
the 
amendments 
first 
be 
re­ 
mov ed. 
Other recommendations asked 
that teachers be giv en more train­ 
ing in pu blic health, that the 
continu ation 
of 
the 
edu cation 
program on the awareness of 
tu bercu losis be stressed, that the 
health 
department 
be 
so 
re­ 
organized that it becomes non- 
political, and that definite steps 
be taken to encou rage pu blic 
health u nits. 
Speaking in 
f a v o r of the 
recommendation on tu bercu losis 
Dr. J. Harry Mu rphy , state tu ber­ 
cu losis association; said he felt 
that mu ch attention shou ld be 
dev oted to those draftees rejected 
becau se of chest trou ble. 
Psy cho lo gical Blo w. 
Declaring that in many cases 
the psy chological effect on the 
boy s was bad, he said he felt that 
prompt action shou ld be taken 
by the state health department in 
connection with local doctors to 
commence work on activ e cases 
and to help reassu re draftees re­ 
jected that it is a disease that 
can be cu red and that they are 
not labeled for life. 
Dental care especially for high 
school ju niors and seniors was 
stressed by Dr.. J. R. Thompson 
director of the state health de­ 
partment, div ision of dental hy ­ 
giene. Too many of ou r boy s in 
the draft are being rejected be­ 
cau se of poor teeth, he said. 
Lauds Health Aid. 
Adv ocating that the people all 
ov er the state be giv en equ al 
opportu nities for 
h e a l t h and 
medical care, Margaret Fedde, 
professor at the U. N. College of 
Agricu ltu re, said she hoped the 
FSA health insu rance program 
might be ex tended to inclu de 
people of all incomes. “I hope,” 
she said, “that it will not be long 
before we hav e many commu nities 
u nder some kind of an equ aliza­ 
tion insu rance plan, ev en thou gh 
it be necessary for the state de­ 
partment of health to giv e fi­ 
nancial assistance.” 
It was recommended and ap­ 
prov ed that a v ote of thanks be 
sent to Dr. Atwater and his grou p 
of consu ltants for their participa­ 
tion in the conference. 
Approx imately 340 pe r s o n s 
were registered at the conference 
and many more attended. 
In­ 
clu ded were persons from 5 9 
towns and cities in Nebraska and 
from six other states.

3. All economic and industrial 
activities throughout France mus* 
be paraly zed by a general strike 
4. Should Vichy m ilitary or po 
lice forces attem pt to hinder al 
lied or resistance operations “they 
m ust be killed forthw ith or taken 
prisoner." 
5. Prisons and jails m ust be 
opened, releasing political pris 
oners. 
6. All public buildings, includ­ 
ing railroad depots and radio sta­ 
tions, m ust be occupied im m e­ 
diately . 
7. All Vichy officials, regardless 
of rank and function, m ust lie 
replaced by known representsi- 
tives of the resistance parties. 
G renier said the council of re ­ 
sistance represents “no less than 
90 per cent" of all able-bodied 
m en and w'omen in France.
